MISSIONARY NEWS 


Ralph Lapwood, formerly LMS, Yenching University, has been appointed to lecture in Mathe- 
matics at Cambridge University, His address will be Flat No, 2, Southmead, Chaucer Road, 
Cambridge, England. In an August General Letter (for the first time not marked Confidentiai) 
Nancy Lapwood tells of her favorable impression of the October Peace Conference last year, the 
heartening attitude of the Indian and Pakistan delegations, her impression of the country in going 
by train from Peking via Shanghai to Canton (‘*Peking a step or two ahead of other cities, but 
the same tidying-up campaign, building projects and genera! air of increasing prosperity evident 
along the whole route.*’, and the formidable speaking tour she carried through in Australia, 
There is to be a final letter in the series, summing up their conclusions about China. 


Rev. John G, Magee (Episcopal, Nanking) died of a heart attack in Pittsburgh on September 9. 
He was a missionary in China from 1912 to 1938. He had recently been assistant to Rev. Samuel 
M,. Shoemaker, pastor at Calvary Church, Pittsburgh. 


Gus Borgeest, formerly of Hangchow, has settled on Sunshine Island in Hong Kong Harbor, 
where he is engaged in work for the rehabilitation of refugees. This 160 acre island had been 
worked by farmers before the war, but had then been abandoned. He is getting gardens and fields 
planted, and hopes to be able to take care of about 50 families, of whom eight or ten should be 
permanently settled there, and the rest on a temporary basis, until they can make arrangement 
for a permanent home elsewhere, A Friends Meeting House, a health clinic, a primary school 
and a recreation center are all part of the program. His address is P.O. Box 1058, Hong Kong. 


Miss Sallie Lewis Browne, Methodist missionary formerly in Manchuria and now in Liberia, has 
written a little pamphlet, *‘Prayer for Christians Behind Curtains,’’ urging prayer for Christians 
in China and elsewhere behind curtains, It is published by the Women’s Division of Christian 
Service of the Methodist Church, 
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CHINA BULLETIN 


A letter from Dr. Leighton Stuart (5312 28th St., N.W., Washington, D.C.) states that J 
in health he is ‘timproving steadily and the doctors fréely say miraculously,’’ 


The Hong Kong papers continue to tell of a steady stream of Roman Catholic missionaries 
coming from China, including Bishop Velasco, of Amoy. Bishop Tissot of Chengchow, Honan, 
has been imprisoned, Father Heinrich Schmitz of Shantung arrived in Hong Kong on September 
11 after having endured a public trial, over 500 hours of interrogation, seven months with 
hands and feet manacled, and then nearly a year of slave labour, breaking and carrying stones, 


Dr. Frank Cartwright, of the Methodist Board, is making a six weeks’ trip to the Far East, 
His schedule is as follows: London Sept. 14-17. Rangoon 18-25, Singapore 25-30. Hong 
Kdng Sept. 30-Oct. 6. Formosa 6-18, Hawaii 18-24. Arrive Los Angeles Oct. 25. He will 
confer with Methodist church leaders in these various centers, 


CHURCH NEWS 


Evnagelist Leland Wang is now in this country, representing the Chinese Foreign Missionary 
Union, an organization which has 26 Chinese missionaries working in 13 different stations in 
Borneo, Celebes, Java, Indo-China etc, His permanent USA address is 6319 Brook Lea, Houston, 
Texas, From Sept. 23 to Oct. 4 he will be in the New York and Boston area before flying for ° 
London on his way back to his home in Singapore. 


A report from Hankow via Hong Kong states that Lu Shao-tung, a Lutheran pastor who had 
been Hankow Bible Society Secretary, has been released after two years in prison. One other 
Lutheran pastor was released at the same time. 


The Rev. Leo T. Chao, who was head of the Hsuan Tao Hui, the church established by the 
Christian and Missionary Alliance in Kwangsi Province, successfully weathered nine months of 
continuous attack, but has finally resigned his post and gone to live with his son in Changchun, 
The Rev. Lum Tak-wing is now in charge of the Kwangsi Hsuan Tao Hui. 


The Methodist Church in Malaya has recently recruited 15 Chinese refugees in Hong Koad 
as Christian workers, Six of them are seminary graduates, They will go to work in the New 
Villages, 


A group of Chinese Christians - ‘Little Flock’’ - meet regularly in a New York hotel. A 
missionary friend who visited the meeting reported that Bishop Z. T. Kaung’s son is one of the 
leaders of the group. 


A Chinese friend with Shanghai connections summed up the present situation in Shanghai 
about as follows: George Wu continuing as head of the National Christian Council, but without 
much to do except collect rents on the Missions Building, Chang Beh-huai continuing as Secretary 
of United Christian Publishers, Christian Literature Society being run by a Committee with no 
one person in charge, and Chester Miao quite out of the picture as far as any general church 
agencies are concerned, In practice the NCC has been replaced by the Three Self Reform Com- 
mittee, with Y. T. Wu in charge, 


SCHOOL NEWS 


A Wuhan July 13 news dispatch outlines Central-South institutions of higher learning as 
follows; 
2 Comprehensive Universities: Wuhan and Chungshan 


6 Technical Schools: Central China College of Engineering, Central-South College of 
Civil Engineering, South China Collegd of Engineering, Central-South College of Mining and 
Metallurgy, Wuhan College of River Transport, College of Water Conservancy. 


6 Agricultural Colleges; Central China, South China, Honan, Hunan, Kwangsi, 
Kiangsi, 
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Kwanghwa, Central-South Health School, 


6 Teachers Colleges: Central China, South China, Honan, Hunan, Kwangsi and 


g Senior Medical Colleges; Central South Tungchi, Hunan, Honan, Kwangsi, Hupeh, 
and South China Medical School (a merger of 
Chungshan and Lingnan medical schools), 


70% of the building funds this year go to the engineering schools. 


With this realignment the reorganization of higher education in China has been 
completed, 


The South China Medical College referred to above was formally inaugurated on Augast 
12 on the original Medical College campus of Chungshan University, The new semester began 
on September | with 169 teachers and about 1,200 students. It is organized in 16 departments, 
and has two practice hospitals, There has been considerable building going on in preparation 
for the reorganized school, and more is scheduled for 1954. 

NCNA, in announcing the opening of the new school year on September |, estimated 
more than 55 million primary school pupils in China today, 


A special summer camp was run for overseas Chinese students at the foot of Purple 
Mountain in Nanking. 


Much building for school purposes is reported from various parts of China. Harbin has a 
great educational center in the southwestern outskirts of the city on a site which was waste land 
two years ago. The Harbin Medical fnstitute has new floor space of 50,000 square meters, in- 
cluding four dormitories capable of housing 2,800 students. Sian reports many new buildings 
for the 150 middle schools and colleges of the Northwest. ‘ 


Hong Kong has further approved for local use the following books prepared in Shanghai: 
Primary School National Language Readers, Junior Middle School Chinese History and Algebra, 


~ and New Edition Literary Readers of the Kaiming Press. 


A letter from China states that Dr, Wu Yi-fang is no longer engaged in any educational 
work in Nanking, but has moved to Peking, where she is living quietly with her uncle, Chen 
Shu-t’ung, who is an official in the Communist government. 


GENERAL NEWS 


Peking now has 14 bus routes, with 200 buses running daily. 


The Sept.-Oct, issue of China Reconstructs, the English language propaganda bi-monthly 
of the Communist Government, has a number of articles of interest. William Hinton writes 
on the role of women in new China, Chen Han-sheng has a sociological article on the Thai 
minority group in Uennan, an area with its own autonomous regional government. Philologists 
are helping the Thai people restore and perfect their written language. Chien Tuan-sheng, 
President of the College of Political Science and Law in Peking, contributes an article on 
higher education, He states that there are now over 200,000 college and university students in 
China, with a further rise of 10% expected this autumn. Chang Kung, industrial correspondent 
of the Peking Peoples Daily, describes the new steel city of Anshan, where the steel plants now 
stretch for five miles aloug the Chinese Changshan Railway. He speaks of the former mills 
being wrecked by the Japanese and the Kuomintang, but says nothing about Russian looting of 
the machinery, | 


People's University in Peking has during the past three years translated over 58 million 
words of Soviet teaching and reference materials into Chinese. They have 150 translators at 
work, most of whom are also doing either teaching or research work in the line they are called 
upon to translate, 
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
